The Secretary Favors Note Issues by 
State Banks Under Proper Safe­ 
guards—Plans For a Large Use of 
Silver—Extols the Wilson Bill— 
Other Recommendations Made. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 
5.—T he an n u al 
re p o rt of th e secretary of th e treasu ry 
pn th e sta te of th e finances w as sen t to 
Congress yesterday. 
I t show s th a t th e 
^ v e n u e s of th e governm ent from a ll 
Sources fo r th e fiscal y e a r ended Ju n e 
<10, 1894, w ere $372,802,498 an d th e ex ­ 
p en d itu res $442,605,758, w hich show s a 
deficit of $69,803,260. 
As com pared 
w ith th e fiscal y e a r 1893 th e receipts 
fo r 1&94 fall of $88,914,063. D uring th e 
y e a r th ere w as a decrease of $15,952,- 
674 in th e o rd in ary ex p en d itu res of 
th e governm ent. 
T he secretary th in k s th ere are now 
to o m any p o rts of en try , and th ey 
should be abolished a n d th e d istricts 
consolidated. 
He w an ts $100, OOO for 
th e en forcem ent of the Chinese ex­ 
clusion act, an d expresses g re a t dis­ 
satisfactio n w ith th e w orkings of th e 
B eh rin g sfca trib u n a l. 
On th e su b ject of currency reform , 
a fte r ex p lain in g th e u rg en cy w hich 


coins h n d certificates, w hich now con­ 
s titu te ab o u t one fifth of th e en tire 
volum e of our currency and to protect 
th e tre a su ry as fa r as possible against 
th e accum ulation of certificates re ­ 
tu rn e d in p aym ent of custom s and 
o th e r dues to th e governm ent, it is 
proposed th a t no n atio n al ban k n ote of 
a less denom ination th a n $10 sh all b< 
issued. 
T his, th e secretary thinks, 
ju d g in g from p a st h isto ry of o th er na­ 
tions, 
w ould b e w h a t th e country 
needs. 
On th e su b ject of revenue reform 
th e rep o rt advocates a tariff sufficient 
only fo r th e needs of th e revenue th e 
governm ent requires. 
I t extols th e 
W ilson b ill as th e m easure needed, 
and declares in favor of free raw m a­ 
terials. 
In conclusion th e rep o rt says: 
“ T he W ilson act, w hile it places upon 
th e free list a considerable p a rt o f 
m ost im p o rta n t raw m aterials used in 
our m an u factu re, le ft iro n and lead 
ores and bitum inous coal, 
to g eth er 
w ith 
several 
o th er 
articles 
of 
less 
consequence, 
still 
du tiab le, 
th u s n o t only failin g to p u t in force a 
consistent system of revenue reform 
b u t leaving some of o u r m ost valuable 
in d u stries a t a g re a t disadvantage as 
com pared w ith th e ir riv als differently 
lo cated .” 
A dm itting th a t th e re are 
som e d efects in th e b ill w hich should 
be im m ediately corrected, th e secre­ 
ta ry th in k s th e m easure am ply re ­ 
deem s th e prom ises m ade by dem o­ 
cratic leaders and platform s.

in th e U nion, and across th e ocean if 
necessary to b rin g them to justice. 


SECRETARY CARLISLE. 
n ecessitated th e recen t issuance of 
bonds, th e secretary recom m ends th a t, 
in th e in te rest of th e g overnm ent an d 
people, pow er be conferred upon th e 
secretary of th e tre a su ry to n eg o tiate 
lo an s a t a low er ra te of in te rest and 
fo r a sh o rte r tim e th a n a re now a l­ 
low ed. 
C oncerning th e necessity c f redem p­ 
tio n in coin th e rep o rt says: 
“ So long 
as th e re are in circu latio n u n d er th e 
g o v ern m en t tw o 
coins 
un eq u al in 
v alue, b u t eq u al in leg al ten d e r q u a li­ 
ties, every co nsideration of good fa ith 
an d sound policy requires th e prom pt 
redem ption of th e notes on p re se n ta ­ 
tio n in th e k in d of coin dem anded by 
th e h o ld er an d th e co n stan t observ­ 
ance of such ad m in istrativ e m ethods 
as m ay be necessary to preserve th e 
p u rch asin g pow er of th e less v aluable 
m eta l.” 
T he secretary advocates th e 
a b o litio n of these th re e fea tu re s of th e 
p rese n t law : 
1. T he circulation of U nited S tates 
n o tes as currency and th e ir c u rre n t re­ 
d em p tio n in coin on dem and. 
2. T h e com pulsory reissue of such 
n o tes a fte r redem ption. 
3. T he excessive accum ulation and. 
coinage of silver an d th e issue of notes 
an d certificates ag ain st it upon a ratio 
w hich g re a tly overvalues th e m etal as 
com pared w ith th e sta n d a rd u n it of 
value in th is an d th e o th e r prin cip al 
com m ercial countries. 
“ F re q u en t issues of bonds for th e 
purpose of p ro cu rin g gold, w hich can 
n o t b e k e p t a fte r it h as been obtained, 
w ill certain ly cause increased d istru st 
am ong o u r ow n people, as w ell as 
am o n g th e people o f o th e r co u n tries, 
a n d n o t only sw ell th e volum e of our 
securities re tu rn in g from ab ro ad , for 
«al£ o r redem ption, h u t increase th e 
w ith d ra w a l of foreign c a p ital h ereto ­ 
fore invested in o u r dom estic e n te r­ 
prises. 
“ O rdinarily, w hen th ere is no dis­ 
tru s t of o u r currency or o th e r discour­ 
a g in g influence, a co n sid erab le p a rt of 
th e in te re st an d dividends earn ed by 
foriegn cap ital in th is co u n try is an ­ 
n u a lly or sem i-annually reinvested, 
a n d th is, to g e th e r w ith th e fact th a t 
u n d er n o rm al conditions th e balance 
pof tra d e is in o u r favor, en ab les our 
people to m eet th e ir o bligations abroad 
w ith o u t red u cin g th eir stock of m oney 
a t hom e. 
“ B ut w hen d istru st arises, e ith e r as 
to o u r ab ility to pay o r as to th e value 
of th e m oney w ith w hich we in ten d to 
pay, th e foreign cap italist n o t only 
ceases to reinvest, b u t proceeds to 
w ith d raw a ll his m oney by disposing 
of h is A m erican securities in o rd er to 
p ro tect both cap ital and incom e ag ain st 
th re a te n e d depreciation. 
T here are 
b u t tw o w ays in w hich th is w ith d raw al 
can be effected; one is fo r o u r people 
to ex p o rt and sell th e ir com m odities in 
foreign m ark ets to a sufficient am ount 
to create a balance of credit in th e ir 
favor eq u al to th e am o u n t to be w ith 
d raw n , an d th e o th er is to ship gold, 
th a t b ein g th e only m oney recognized 
in th e settlem en t of in te rn atio n a l b al­ 
ances. ” 
T he secretary advocates th e absolute 
retirem en t of th e gov ern m en t from 
th e business of issuing o r reissuing cir­ 
cu latin g notes, d eclarin g th e system to 
be a failure. 
As a su b stitu te he offers 
a plan w hich is p ractically th a t advo­ 
cated by th e b an k ers a t th e ir conven­ 
tio n in B altim ore, and kno w n as 
B altim ore plan. 
He speaks m ost forci­

VOTE ON LICENSE 
MAY BE SET ASIDE 


JUDGE BEN N ETT HOLDS COURT 
AT NIGHT. 


Attorney Mahoney 
Advances Argu­ 
ments Why the Election Last Sep­ 
tember Should Be Declared Void— 
Decision To Be Given in Open 
Court—Appeal To Be Taken. 
There was a night session of the 
circuit court last night—the first in 
years. 
That session made it very un 
certain whether Janesville saloon men 
will pay $500 for liceuse next year 
In fact the indications were that the 
fee will be the same as at present, 
$200, despite the fact that the people 
at the special election in September 
voted for $500, giving that sum a large 
majority. 
The election was contested 
by the saloon men, and it is now be- 
leived that the election will be de­ 
cared void on account of irregulari­ 
ties. 
Soon after the election the saloon 
men held a meeting and decided to 
test the validity of the election. 
For 
this purpose they employed Attorney 
J. L . Mahoney to take charge of their 
case. 
After investigating the matter 
fully Attorney Mahoney commenced cor 
tor ar ^'proceedings bef ore J udgeBennett 
Last evening at Judge Bennett’s home 
on Milton avenue 
the matter was 
argued by Attorney Mahoney for the 
Batoon men and by City Attorney Mc- 
Pren- J Elroy for the city. 
At the conclusion 
of the argument Judge Bennett intl 
mated very strongly that he would be 
compelled to declare the election lr 
regular and void, and that it would be 
set aside. Attorney Mahoney's strong 
point was on account of the irregular­ 
ity of the whole election. 
In the firf-t 
place he contended that the notice of 
the 
election was only 
pub­ 
lished 
in 
two 
of the 
three 
daily 
papers in the city, the law 
requiring publication in all the daily 
papers; that the ballots were irregu­ 
lar, in that the Australian ballot was 
not used, but instead three different 
kinds of ballots; one for $200, one for 
$350 and one for $500. It appears the 
election was called and conducted un­ 
der the provisions of an old law, and 
no particular attention was paid to 
the new election laws. Judge Bennett 
reserved his opinion, saying he would 
announce it some time this week in 
open court. 
No matter which way Judge Bennett 
may decide this case, it will go to the 
supreme court.

Constantly 
Occupied by l’atlents. 
What is doubtless the largest hospi­ 
tal benevolent and free school com­ 
bined is in Turin, Italy. 
It is called 
the Cottolengo, and is three stories 
high in the form of a S t Andrew's 
cross. 
It has 5,000 beds, over 4,000 
being constantly occupied. 
The connecting wing, forming the 
street front, contains the operating, 
waiting and other rooms. 
Numerous 
pavilions, cottages, school houses and 
workshops occupy the grounds, sepa­ 
rated by small but well kept gardens 
and yards, giving plenty of air and 
light and 
adding cheerfulness to 
the conglomerate of stone structures. 
The whole being scrupulously clean, 
a pleasing, homelike effect is secured. 
Sixty years ago a poor monk, named 
Cottolengo, founded this institute on 
money solicited by begging. 
Its sup­ 
port is still obtained in tnis manner 
and by private, mostly anonymous, 
contributions from one day to an­ 
other. 
No sick asking for treatment 
nor any healthy person needing shel­ 
ter have ever been refused admit­ 
tance. 
If the latter is in extreme 
poverty and wants work and cannot 
get it outside, it is given him here. 
Homeless boys and girls receive free 
schooling. 
They learn how to read 
and write, knitting, sewing, embroi­ 
dering or a trade. 
So do men and 
women, the trades of carpenter, shoe­ 
maker, tailor, printer, bookbinder, 
baker and gardener being practically 
taught. 
The 
more 
skilled laborers are 
placed in the repairing department. 
There is constant work for the hospi­ 
tal, also work to fill orders coming 
from outside. 
Deaf mutes, the blind, 
incurables, idiots, fallen women and 
picked-up children are taken in and 
cared for. 
Anyone needing a roof 
over his head, so long as he is poor 
and destitute and not a criminal, 
gnds a welcome home here, provided 
he is willing to work in exchange for 
shelter and a good me ah - 
The Cottolengo is a city in itself, 
managed by a board of business men 
and physicians, ministered to by a 
priest and attended by a sisterhood. 
The question, however, whether the 
applicant be a Catholic or not, has 
never yet been raised.

THE RANK AND FILE 


VETERAN FEMALE CH ARACTERS 
IN TH E LATE WAR. 


They Made the Most Desirable Spies and 
Were in Demand on 
Both 
Sides— 
Major Pauline 
Cushman 
and CapT. 
Annie E. Ethridge, 
M E N O F A L L 
rank and positions 
took p art in the 
civil war, not only 
as spies, but also as 
private soldiers and 
holding1 
honorary 
commissions. 
It is 
difficult 
t o 
s a y 
w hether th eir mo­ 
tives 
w ere 
like 
those of Joan of 
Arc—th e salvation of their country— 
o r m erely love of excitem ent. 
B ut it 
is astonishing to find, in talking w ith 
ex-officers, how many of the other sex 
did share the hardships of b attle, some 
openly confessing their sex, others dis­ 
guised as men. 
Every one know s of 
Belle Boyd, the famous spy, b u t there 
are m any whose work w as as subtle 
and as daring. 
Brig. -Gen. Baker of 
th e secret service during the civil w ar 
tells of th e w ork of a Miss Ford, who 
w as a divorced little rebel and lived 
a t F airfax Court House. 
H er father's 
home w as headquarters for th e staff 
officers of the union, and Miss Ford 
was quite a belle am ong them. 
She 
was, to all purposes, for the union, 
and officers believed in her to the ex­ 
te n t of telling her much of the strength 
of the army. 
By careful investigation 
and close observation she obtained in 
a seem ingly careless m anner all in­ 
form ation necessary for the use of the 
confederates. 
The only frequent visi­ 
to r she had w as an unpretentious pro­ 
v in c ia l youth, who would sit on the 
piazza 
w ith 
her 
in 
the 
after­ 
noon, 
exciting no 
suspicion. 
The 
“ youth” 
was 
Mosby, the 
famous 
guerrilla, and Miss Ford, who was 
honorary aid-de-camp to Brigadier- 
G eneral J. E. B. Stuart, w as giving 
him th e w hole scheme and stren g th of 
th e union forces, w here the pickets 
w ere stationed, the strength of th e 
outposts, the nam es of officers in com­ 
m and, th e nature of general orders, 
th e places w here officers’ quarters were 
established and the num ber of officers 
present. 
Once w hen she was riding 
w ith a union officer Mosby joined them 
in his unfashionable citizens’ clothes; 
Miss Ford introduced him under his as 
sum ed nam e, and joining them for a 
few m iles he learned much th a t he 
wished to know. 
T hat night Mosby 
w as enabled through Miss Ford’s in­ 
form ation to make the attack upon 
Gen. Stoughton, carrying off officers 
as prisoners, also valuable property, 
and capturing IOO fine horses. 
I t was 
this affair which called forth Lincoln’s 
w ell know n rem ark th a t “ it was a 
great pity he could m ake brigadier- 
generals, but couldn’t m ake hordes.” 
T he tru e circum stances and mode of 
attack, th e accurate inform ation in j 
possession of the confederate leader, I 
all pointed unm istakably to th e exist- j 
ence of a spy w ithin the lines, so a j 
wom an was sent to m eet a woman. 
One of th e female detectives of the 
secret service w ent to Miss Ford, rep­ 
resented herself as a southern woman, 
asking protection to reach the con­ 
federate lines, and the tw o women be­ 
cam e friends. 
In a burst of confidence 
Miss Ford showed the detective the 
sealed 
commission 
of 
aid-de-camp, 
w hich she kept betw een her m at­ 
tresses. 
She w as arrested and sent to 
Old Capitol prison. 
T here w as another distinguished fe­ 
m ale captive a t this prison a t tile same 
tim e, and she was a southerner. 
Dis­ 
guised in soldier’s clothes, she had en­ 
tered too far into the lines and was a r­ 
rested for a spy. 
In telling of her 
M ajor-General Townsend says: 
“ She 
had no friends in the city to supply 
her w ith appropriate clothing. 
I t was 
a t last reported to me th at, being 
greatly mortified regarding her rai­ 
m ent, she stayed in bed all th e tim e 
ra th e r than appear in it afte r her sex 
had been detected. 
I m entioned her 
dilem m a to th a t m ost w orty, tru e 
hearted Presbyterian divine, Dr. John 
C. Sm ith, and suggested th a t his wife 
m ight be disposed to visit the little 
prisoner and provide her w ith fem ale 
appareL 
Some tim e after the doctor 
told me th a t Mrs. Sm ith w ent to see 
h er and found the young woman in 
bed, b u t it transpired th a t in the 
course of th e interview the little sol­ 
dier expressed to Mrs. Smith so em* 


W lsernifn, who w as in th e second b at­ 
tle of Bull Run, and had public recog­ 
nition from Gen. K earney of ber serv­ 
ices. 
His death prevented her promo­ 
tion. 
She was often under fire. 
An 
officer was once shot down by her 
side, and once, when a rebel officer 
w as captured, Mrs. E theridge escorted 
him to the rear by the general’s com­ 
mand. At S potsylvania H eights,when 
the 
soldiers were 
retreating, she 
rem onstrated w ith them , and brought 
them back, altogether proving herself 
a daring soldier. 
She received a gov­ 
ernm ent appointm ent after the war. 
Mme. Turchin, another woman of high 
birth, fought on th e Union side. 
She 
was the daughter of a Russian officer, 
born in a Russian camp, and was the 
wife of Col. Turchin of an Illinois 
regim ent. D uring an illness of her hus­ 
band she took command of the regi­ 
m ent and proved herself an intrepid 
leader. 
N either did these women go unre­ 
warded. 
There was M ajor Paulina 
Cushman, who, unlike Mme Turchin 
and 
Mrs. 
Etheridge, 
wore 
m ili­ 
tary 
trousers 
as 
well 
as 
coat. 
Miss Cushman was a beautiful and 
w ell-known actress w hen the w ar 
broke 
out. 
At 
the 
commence­ 
m ent of hostilities she was playing in 
Louisville, and, incurring the suspi­ 
cion of being a secessionist, she was 
arrested by federal authorities. 
To 
test her she was asked if she would 
enter the secret service of the govern­ 
ment. 
She consented and was a t once 
employed to carry letters 
between 
Louisville and Nashville. 
Miss Cushman was employed by Gen. 
Rasecrans, and w as for m onths w ith 
th e Cumberland army. 
Major Cush­ 
m an knew every road and every house 
for miles, was the most daring o! 
scouts and intrepid of fighters. 
She 
visited the confederate lines tim e after 
tim e. 
Twice she was suspected of be­ 
ing a spy and arrested, but both times 
she escaped by keenest strategy. 
Once Miss Cushman was sent as 
scout tow ard Shelbyville from N ash­ 
ville, w hich w as held by union forces. 
to ascertain 
the 
strength 
of the 
enemy. 
R eturning she was captured, 
placed on a horse in charge of two 
scouts and taken to Forrest’s head 
quarters. 
Baffled for aw hile she rode 
on, but at last feigned sickness and 
said she was unable to ride further. 
Stopping a t a house, Miss Cushman 
found th a t federal scouts had passed 
th at wav an hour before.
